ECONOMY CHECKS
FLEET ACTIVITIES

Navy to Halt Movement of
Vessels as Result of Ap¬

propriation Slash.

Virtual suspension of all fleet ac¬
tivities of the navy will be the re¬
sult of tht House Appropriations
Committee cutting the fuel defi¬
ciency appropriation sought by Sec¬
retary Dcnby.
An order stopplng^Ui movements

of n^val vessel* will be issued from
the Navy Department as soon as
formal notification is received of
the committee's action, officials say.
This order would be immediately

cflectlve, and, except In the cases of
a few naval transports and supply
8l*ips, will force the "tie-up" of all
vessels wherever they may be.
Drastic reductions have tsken place
In the activities of the Atlantic and
Faclfic fleets.
At Guantanamo Bay, where tfte

Atlantic Fleet Is conducting winter
battle practice, all maneuvers have
been suspended as a fuel aconomy
Hut this new order would force dis¬
continuance even of target practice
and other activities. Previous econ¬
omies by the department have r#»
suited In the Issuance of orders that
battleships are allowed only five
sailing days each* month.
A striking Illustration of the

economy already enforced is the re.
striction placed on destroyers on
the West coast, each of them befog
allowed eight hours sailing a month
Naval officials say this Is hardi>
sufficient to keep their engines in
condition, or to train their crews.
The department in its deficiency

estimates asked for appropriation of
a little more than $11,500,000.

DISTRICT BANK
BILL REPORTED

Senator Ball, chairman of the
Senate District Committee, sub¬
mitted a report yesterday to the
Senate on the bill proposed by the
District Commissioners which would
regulate corporations doing bank¬
ing business in the District.
The report urges the passage of

adequate legislation regarding the
organization of banks. Absence of
such legislation has resulted in
thirty State-chartered organization*
coming to the District. In addition
to these are fifteen national banks
and six trust companies. All of
the incorporating privileges which
the District might have derived
from the formation of these insti¬
tutions has been turned into the
coffers of the various States In
which the charters were granted, it
is said. ...

At present, the report of the Com¬
missioners states, five banks are be¬
ing organized and operated under
State laws.
Power is asked for "a responsible

public official" to handle the entire
banking situation in the District.
